Oklahoma City, Aug. 16.—All of the 
expense accounts have been filed by 
state candidates at the Aug. 2 pri­ 
maries and many of them contain pe­ 
culiar items. 
John Fields, republican candidate 
for governor, spent within two cents 
of the limit prescribed by law-, his 
sworn account showing he expended 
$2,999.88, or just two cents from be­ 
ing $3,000, the maximum. 
Leslie Ross, resubmission candidate 
in the democratic ticket, spent $781.47 
and Lee Cruce, who received the nom 
ination spent $1,172.55. Ferguson, re­ 
publican candidate, spent $2,181.09. 
Brant Kirk, who withdrew from the 
race 
for 
governor, 
spent 
$2,700. 
Charles West, nominated for attor­ 
ney general 
spent 
$678.64. 
Henry 
I- urman, who had no opposition for 
judge of the criminal court of appeals 
says he spent “nothing.” 
Charles Creager, republican con­ 
gressman, spent $763.14. Scott Ferris 
of Lawton, democratic congressman, 
spent1 $7,»0. Cameron, who ran. for 
state school superintendent, spent $1- 
428. 
T he two items most recorded in 
the expense accounts were for rail­ 
road fares and hotel bills; newspa­ 
per bills came second, then livery 
and 
automobile 
hire, 
cigars 
and 
drinks. Several of the expense ac­ 
counts show that Che candidates al­ 
so solicited the support of the wo­ 
men. 
Any number of the socialists’ and 
prohibitionists’ candidates spent noth­ 
ing, while a few of the democrats 
and republicans handed in no ex­ 
pense in their accounts. 
There is no law against one run­ 
ning for office and letting his friends 
spend the money for him, but he him 
self m ust not spend too much mon­ 
ey, or authorize any one else to spend 
it, but if some one else goes ahead 
and spends five times the amount al­ 
lowed by law without consulting the 
candidate it is perfectly legitimate.

Sulphur, Okla., Aug. lo.—Details of 
a scheme by which “land grabbers” 
organized systematically to 
enrich 
themselves' at the expense of minor 
Indians were related at the congres­ 
sional investigation into Indian land 
affairs today. In one instance, it was 
asserted, the cost of disposing of the 
property of an l$-year-old Indian was 
$2,175 more than the property brought 
and the condition which permitted 
this and sim ilar deals were declared 
to be a disgrace to Oklahoma. 
Hearing that the scheme prevailed 
generally, Representative 
Philip P. 
Campbell of Kansas, a member of the 
investigating committee, had put on 
the stand James Yarborough, Chick­ 
asaw Indian, by interm arriage. 
’’Do you call this sort 
of 
thing 
grafting or just plain stealing?” ask­ 
ed 'MU*. Campbell after the witness 
had related the circumstances. 
“Well, the people down our way 
think it is a scandal that the laws 
permit such a thing, and we think 
it is time that congress take no­ 
tice of i t The probate court at Du- 
rant allowed the guardian to sell 
for $2,800 one hundred 
and 
forty 
acres of -what Is known as allotted 
land owned by an 18-year-old child. 
The guardian then put in a claim on 
the proceeds. The claim included $£50 
for acting as guardian. $1,650 for im­ 
proving the land, $500 for a barn, $60 
for posts, $250 for fences, $68 for 
witness fees, and more money for 
other purposes. It was found when 
the deal was closed, that the child 
owed his former guardian $2,0^75 and 
now the guardian is threatening to 
have the property of the child sold 
in order to get the $2,075. 
“I know of another case in which 
325 acres were sold for an Indian 
child and when all the claims were 
paid, the child got $350. In another 
instance, $1,500 was obtained for 200 
acres, but the child got only $120. 
In other words, the children of de­ 
ceased Indians in this state, where 
are located one-third of all the In­ 
dians in the United States, are sys­ 
tem atically being robbed of their es­ 
tates allotted them by the govern­ 
m ent The property is sold at prices 
dictated by the land robbers. The 
children are robbed a t both ends—at 
one end by their guardians, and at 
the other end by their guardians, and 
at the other end by the purchasers.” 
“Do you mean to say 
that 
such 
things are coutenanced by the pro­ 
bate courts?” 
“Yes, they go on with 
the 
full 
knowledge of the judges.” 
‘Thousands of acres of property 
thus are taken from the Indians and 
thrown into the hands of white peo­ 
ple, the Indians are getting poorer 
and the land grabbers richer.”

Washington, Aug. lo.—Growers 
in 
several districts in India are about 
to adopt dry farming methods, and. 
although the plan may be slow in

"Students of economic problems in 
India believe these methods will over 
come the effects of drouth.” says the 
editor of the Herald of Health, pub­ 
lished at Lucknow, in a two-page ar­ 
ticle commenting upon the fact that 
the principles of dry farming are be­ 
ing studied and introduced in

dia, adding, “and it is also believ­ 
ed that suffering from drouth will 
be greatly minimized.”

Oregon, 
Idaho and Montana, previously with­ 
drawn from entry, have been restor­ 
ed to the public domain in an order 
issued by the departm ent of the In­ 
terior following a proclamation by 
President Taft. The lands, which are 
mostly covered with timber and are 
suitable 
for 
agriculture, 
will 
be­ 
come subject to settlem ent and entry 
this year under the provisions of the 
homestead laws at the land office* 
in the several states. Oregon heads 
the list with more than 390,000 acres, 
upon which filing may begin on Oc­ 
tober 22, entry on November 21. Ida­ 
ho has 127,560 acre#, open to settle­ 
ment on October 22, entry November 
21. Washington is third with 57,160 
acres, open to settlem ent on October 
18 and entry on November 17. Mon­ 
tana. 9,120 acres, open to settlement 
November 22 and entry November 21. 
Some of the lands are surveyed. It 
is also announced that much of the 
land remains unappropriated.

W orld’s Congress of the Deaf, which 
is now being held in Colorado Springs 
under the auspices of the National 
Association of the Deaf, in connection 
with the ninth annual meeting of the 
latter order. 


Probably the most striking feature 
of the congress, which is attended 
by delegates from all parts of the 
civilize* world, is the m anner in 
which it vindicate* the assertion that 
deaf people, when educated, are not 
to be regarded as objects of charity. 
In attendance are-delegates who may 
be taken as typical of the educated 
deaf of America. Several of the si­ 
lent men are worth more than $50. 
OOO and the aggregate wealth repre­ 
sented by the delegates is estim at­ 
ed at $2,000,000. 


One of the most interesting for­ 
eign representatives is Consul Gener- 
a l Li Yung Pew of San Francisco, 
who delivered a message from the 
emperor of China. It is the inten­ 
tion of the Chinese government to 
establish schools (for the deaf and 
Consul Yew is attending the conven­ 
tion to gather .statistics and infor­ 
mation regarding educational methods 
in use in various parts of the world 


The entire program is given in the 
sign language and it is a unique 
discus- 
gathering in that all of the 
sions” and “deliberations” are con­ 
ducted without the speaking of a 
syllable. The program includes top­ 
ics pertinent to the industrial and 
classical education of the deaf. An 
interesting feature has been the ren­ 
dition of signs in the sign language.

HE WILL GET NEARLY MILLION 


DOLLARS FROM LAND SALK, 


Over 4,000 Contracts Do Not Have to 


Be Ratified. 


Washington, D. C„ 
August 
15.— 
Whatever may be the outcome of 
the investigation by congress into 
the sensational charges made by Sen­ 
ator Gore of Oklahoma, it is practi­ 
cally certain that McMurray, the at­ 
torney from that state, will surely 
get a very large fee from the sale of 
the Choctaw coal and asphalt de­ 
posit. 
According to statem ents made here 
by men who know the situation, there 
are in all 32,000 Indians or people of 
mixed blood who are interested in 
those lands. It is said that McMurray 
has contracts with 27,000 of these 
joint owners and of the 27,000 at 
least 4,000 are citizens of the United 
States just as capable of making 
contracts under the law as are full­ 
blooded Caucasians. 
Big Fee Assured. 
If the lands are 
worth 
what 
is 
claimed, $30,000,000 or over, and if 
McMurray’a 
contracts 
with 
those 
members of the five civilized tribes 
who are not compelled to ask the 
president, the interior departm ent or 
congress o 
ratify contracts,, which 
they may make it is clear that Mc 
M urray’s fee of. IO per cent will ap­ 
proximate three-quarters of a mil­ 
lion, in any event. It is said by those 
who know the inside history of those 
vast Oklahoma coal fields, that Mc­ 
Murray and his associates have a l­ 
ready expended upwards of $200,000 
of their own funds in arranging tor 
the sale of the land. 
This incident is only another in 
the long chapter of the history of 
the settlem ent of Indian questions 
which has been a blot upon the rec­ 
ord of the United States for more 
than a hundred years. 
The Delawares, who were the rev 
olutionary allies of the colonists near 
ly a century and a half ago, are be­ 
fore congress still asking that they 
be paid a part of what was promised 
them in their treaty ratified before 
Washington died and there is one of 
the Delawares, the hereditary chief, 
Richard C. Adams, who is accused of 
being interested 
in 
the 
McMurray 
contracts. Adams is an educated man. 
a poet and a lawyer. 'He has spent 
13 years in Washington looking aft­ 
er the. interests of various Indian 
tribes and nations and he does not 
hesitate to say he bas been paid 
for his services and the records of 
the interior departm ent would seem 
to indicate that he has earned all the 
pay he has ever received.

Banker Joggled Figure* for Over 55 


Years—At Last Detected. 


Duncan, Ok., Aug. 15.—Major John 
AL Woods, a resident of this city tor 
sixteen years, where he has publish­ 
ed the Duncan Eagle, died yesterday 
at noon. Major Woods, was born in 
Lewisburg, Va., in 1835, and learned 
the printing business at Richmond. 
In 1861 he entered the service of 
the Southern Confederacy and served 
throughout the civil 
war, being a 
member of Hood’s Brigade, which 
was composed of the First. Fourth 
and Fifth Texas and Third Arkansas 
Regiments. He was twice wounded, 
the last time at the battle of Gettys­ 
burg. but recovered and stood in line 
at Appomattox. In 1865 he em igrat­ 
ed to Texas 
and 
landed 
at 
Fdrt 
Worth. For two years he was a cow­ 
boy, but quit 
that 
life and 
took 
a position as a compositor on the 
old Fort Worth Chronicle. In 1870 
he worked on the Cleburne Chronicle, 
then the property of J. W. Graves. In 
1873 with Col. Rushing he establish­ 
ed the Ennis Argus, which ho con­ 
ducted for one year, after which time 
he transferred his interest to his 
partner and began the publication 
of the Hill County Record, at Peoria. 
Afterward 
he 
bought 
the 
Bosque 
County Herald, published at Meri­ 
dian, going from here in 1881 to 
Aurora. Wise county, where he pub­ 
lished a paper for a short time. In 
1882 he became business manager 
of the Decatur Tribune, where he re­ 
mained six years. 'From there to Ark­ 
ansas, where he published papers at 
Conway, Quitman and Malvern. In 
1894 Major /Woods came to Duncan, 
where he has since resided. 
Major Woods was esteemed by all. 
Three or four years ago he was at­ 
tacked by paralysis and since then 
suffered from three different attacks. 
He leaves a wife and three children, 
two of whom reside here, and a son 
at Fort Worth. Interm ent will be in 
Duncan cemetery today.
